all Oftringers doeftectn plumage, and the ſoft feathers 
of ſmal Birds,with ſome part ot the: kin to be the beſt 
caſting a ſhort winged haxk can take; and for the pur- 
gin 2 of her head, to make her tyer much upon ſheep 
umps, the fat cut away, and tl;e bones well covered 
with parcely. Bur tor long winged Hazks,the beſt ca- 
ſting 1s fine Flannel), cut into ſquare pieces of an inch

Of the nature,ordering,aud preſervation of Bees, 


F all the Creatures which are behovetull for 
he uſe of man, there is none more neceſſary, 
wholeſome,or more profitable then the Bee, 
nor ay lefſe troubleſome, or lefſe chargable.To ſpeake 
then firſt of the nature of Pees, it 1s a creature gentle, 
loving,and familiar about the man, which hath the or- 
dering of them, ſo he come neat, ſweet, and cleanly a- 
mong(t cthem:otherwiſe,if he have ſtrong, and 11l ſmel- 
ling ſavours abour him, they are curſt and malicious, 
and will ting ſpitefully:they are exceeding induſtrious 
and much given to labour,they have a kind of govern- 
ment amongſt themſelves,as #t were a well-ordered com- 
mox-wealth,every one obeying and following their King or 
Commazder,whoſe voice (if you lay your earto the hive ) 
jou ſball diftingniſh from the reſt, being louder and grea- 
ter,and beating with a more ſolemn meaſure: they delight 
to live amongſt the ſweeteſt hearbes and flowers that 
may bezeſpecially,Fennel,and wall Gilly-flowers, and 
therefore their beſt dwellings are in Gardens : and in 
theſe Gardens,or neer ad mags. Hemp. would be 
Qivers Fruit trees growing , chiefly plum-trees, or 
peach-trees ; in whuch,when they caſt, they may knit, 
Wwithour taking any far flight,or wandring to finde our 
their rcſt : thus Garden allo would be well fenced, 


that no Swinenor other Cattle may come therein , as 
well for overthrowing their b:wes.as alſo for offending 


} them 
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them with all other ill favours. They are alſo.very ten. 
der,and may by no means &gure any cold : wheretore 
you mult have a great refpe& to have thetr houles cx: 
ceeding warme, cloſe, and tight, both to keep uu: the

To {peak then of the Bee-huve, you ſhall know there 
be divers opinions touching the ſame, according to the 
cuſtomes and natures of Countries ; for in the Cham- 
pain Countries, where there is very litrle tore of woods, 
they make.their hives of long Ric-ſtraw, the roules be.

large ard deep, and even proporttoned like a Sugar-loaf, 
and croſſe-bar'd within, with flat ſplints of wood, both a 
bowve and under the midft part : 1m other Champaine 
Countries where tiere amy me pk they make 
them of Whear-ſtraw,as in the VVeſt Countries, and 
theſe Hives are of a good compaſſe, but Very low and flat, 
which is naught, for a Hive 1s better for his laygeneſſe, 
and keepeth out rain beſt when it ts ſharpeſt, In the Weed: 
Countrees they make them of cloven haſſels, watteld a 
bout, broad ſplints of Aſh, and ſo formed, as before 1 
ſaid;hke a Sugar-toafe. 

And theſe brves are- of all other the beſt, ſo they bee 
farge and ſmoorh within, for the ſtraw hive is ſubjedt to 
breed Mice; *and riothing deſtroyeth Bees ſooner then

at, There be ſome Stockes which will caſt twice or 
thrice,and tour times ina year,but it is not ſo good, for 
it will weabkenthe ſtock roo much; therefore to keepe 
your ſtocks in ſtrength and goodneFe, it is good not to 
tuffer any ro caſt above twice at the moſt, 
Again, you ſhall with pieces of Brick,or other ſmooth 
ſtones,

above the ſtone, and then daube it cloſe again, and rhe 
Bees finding houſe-room will tall ro work within, and 
not Caſt at all ; and then will their Stock be worth two

- which are often found to be the, deſtruQion of the 


Stocks : mneither ot theſe caſes, you thall enlarge the 
Hive,as it 1s before ſaid, by railing it up from the ltone, 
and it will nor only keep them trom caſting, bur make 
the Srock berter, 8 of much more profit, tor that Hive 
which is of the moſt weight, is of the belt price, 

- Now when you have mar\'r out thoſe old Stockes 
which you intend to ſell( for the olde Ft ts fitte#t for that 
purpoſe) you ſhal know thar the beſt time to take them 
1sat Michaelmas,betore any troſts hinder their labour: 
and you ſhal take them ever from the ſtone in the dark - 
of night, when the ayr is cold, and either drowne them 
in water, or {mother them with Fusbals ; for to chaſe 
them trom their Hives as ſome do, is naught, becauſe 
all ſuch Bees as are thus trighted from their Hives, doc 
tum robbers,and ſpoyl other Stocks, becaule that time 
of the yeer will not ſuffer them to labour and get their 
own livings, 

Now if you have any weak Swarms which comming 
late in the yeer cannot gather ſufficient of Winter pro- 
viſion; in thus caſe, you ſhall feed ſuch Stocks by Ix 
ſmearing the ſtone betore the place of their going in 
and our, with hozey and Roſe-water mixt rogether,and lo 
you ſhall continue todo all the ſtrength of winter, till

Now laſtly,if any of your ftecks happen to dye in the- 
Winter(as amexg it many, ſome muſt quaile ) you ſhall 
not by any mcans ſtir the (tock,bur ler it remaur rill che 
Spring, that you ſee your Bees begin ro grow buke 
then tae up the dead Stock, and trim it clean from all 
filch,buc by no means ſtir or cruſh any of the Combs: 
then daſh the Combs,and beſprinkle them-and beſmear 
all che infide of the Hive with Honey,Roſe-water, and 
the juyce of Fennell mixt together, and daube al{othe. 
ſtone therewith. Alſo then let gown the Hive again,and F- 
daube it as it it had never been ſtirred,and be well aſſu- J - 
red, that the firk Swarm which ſhall ſe, citherof 
your own, or of any Neighbour of your within the 
compaſle of a mile,it will knic inno place, but within 
that Hive, and ſuch a flock will be worth five others 
becaule they find half their worke finiſh attheir firlt 
entrance 1nto the Hive,and this hath beene many tumes 
approved by thoſe of the moſt agproved'ſt expericnce, 
And thus much rouching the Bee and his Nature.
